why he should not do so. Jurgen- 
•en's petition for the writ was 
filed late Wednesday. 
It is contended by Jurgensen 


thru his attorneys R. F. Stout, Jay 
O Rodgers and Bartlett Boyles 
that no one had objected to Jur- 
gensen's filing and that the secre- 
tary of state has no discretion in 
the matter. The secretary of state 
had refused 
to put Jurgensen'jS 
name on the ballot upon advice of 
Atty. Qen. Hunter. 
The supreme court 
sustained 


ouster proceedings on June 25, 
against Jurgensen and declared 
his office vacant. The court held 
that being convicted of a' felony 
and sentenced by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, his case con- 
stituted conviction of a felony 
within the meaning of the phrase 
as employed in the state constitu- 
tion. The court held that a pro- 
ceedings in error in a criminal 
case do not suspend 
sentence 
within the legal meaning of that 
phrase but do stay execution of

Wednesday evening it wa«i agreed 
that Dr. Charlton should 
carry 


the plea for help to Lincoln, and 
that 
another 
deelgation should 


visit other Otoe county towns and 
the county scat at Nebraska City, 
in the effort to Interest others in 
the move. 
The plan is to have WPA work- 
ers assigned 
to poisoning the 


grasshoppers. It is pointed out 
that the farmers are very busy 
with the ending of harvest, culti- 
vating the corn for the last time, 
and with haying. They cannot 
spare the time from their farm 
work to spread poison. The hop- 
pers are doing a great deal of 
damage right now and early action 
is urgent. 
Dr. Sharlton said government 


money could be spent with no 
greater returns to the people at 
large than in the fight on grass- 
hoppers. He hoped to get a favor- 
able response from the WPA.

FOR THIRD DAY THE 


JAPANESE RAINING 


Estimate 
1,000 Persons 


Killed or Wounded by 


the Attack. 


CANTON. (UP). Japanese planes 


Thursday bombed Canton lor the 
third successive day and killed or 
wounded 1,000 persons, most of 
them civilians. 


Twenty-seven planes dropped 


bombs into congested areas olfthe 
city proper and also into the 
heavily populated areas of Honan 
island, across the river where 
many foreigners have homes. 


The raid started at 8 a. m 


Thirty bombs were dropped in all. 
It was the worst bombing Canton 
has had in more than a month. 


The casualties Thursday, and 


those of Wednesday and Tuesday, 
totaled approximately 1,700 killed 
or wounded. 


Chinese - officials believed that 


the raid was part of a renewal of 
systematic borrfcing designed to 
cripple the city and its communi- 
cations with the rest of China. 
Despite repeated 
bombings the 


city had continued to be a clear- 
ing house for heavy shipments of 
equipment and munitions from 
HonR Kong, the British crown 
colony at the mouth of the Canton 
river, to Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-Shek's armies in the noith. 
The provincial government an- 


nounced that 24 Japanees planes 
which raided South China Wednes- 
day had bombed six stations of 
the Canton-Hankow railroad to 
the north, causing many casual- 
ties.Forty persons were killed at 
Lokchang station and 20 were 
killed at Namhung station. 
Twelve bombs were dropped on 


Tsanhsing, northeast of Canton 
whore about 100 persons were 
killed and wounded and more 
than 100 homes destroyed. 


All traffic on the railroad was 


suspended.

BLAZE NEW TRAIL IN 
.SKIES AROUND WORLD 


Make 14,824 Mile Flight Over Three Con- 


tinents and Two Oceans in 


3 Days, 19 Hours. 


FLOYD BENNETT AIRPORT, NEW YORK. (AP). 


Howard Hughes and his four unshaven, dog-tired com- 
panions completed their 14,824 mile round the world 
flight at 1:37 p. m., e. s. t., Thursday; in the amazing, 
record smashing time of 3 days, 19 hours, 17 minutes. 


Aided by a strong tail wind which shoved their big 


_ockheed 14 plane at top speed on the final 1,054 mile 
eg of the flight from Minneapolis, they lopped off near- 
y four days from the old record of 7 days, 18 hours and 
49 minutes, made by the late Wiley Post, flying alone, 
n July, 1933. 


Weary by their long vigil in the air, and wearing 


the same clothes they wore when they left here Sun- 
day night, at 6:20 p. m., e. s. t., the five men came 
down to earth to be greeted by the biggest and most 
tumultuous crowd ever assembled at this airport. 


Officials said 25,000 were there. 
Hughes' speed for the elapsed time was approxi- 


mately 161 miles per hour, as compared to 83 for Post.

the aerial argonauts set thei.r plane down on the con- 
crete runway and taxied toward the Administration 
building.

This bureau *ia one of the more 


Important of the state'* govern- 
mental functions, governing an it 
does the quality of much of the 
food one ettft, the quality of the 
drugs, and the quality of the pe- 
troleum products on« uses. 
It has a corps of inspectors in 


13 strategic districts thfruoiit the 
Mate, three special inspectors for 
creameries, two for itinerant mer- 
chants, two for hotels, restaurants, 
one drtijf inspector and six weights 
and measures inspectors. 


Besides these there 
«re 
six 
workers in the ports of entry Inut 
the state who inspect petroleum 


and dairy products, in conjunction 
with their porta of entry work. 
This bureau collects the money 
to support to a large extent th 
work of the department. Some of 
its collections for one year are as

mizing losses of books from the 
city library, the eelfcharglng »ys- 
tem In connection with book bor- 
rowings waa put into effect Thurs- 
day at the main library. In the 
future, after a patron has made 
his selection of books, he removes 
the book card each contains and 
writes his registration number un- 
der the last numbei written. 
He 


then puts the book card back in 
its place—together with,the library 
card—and when he is about 
to 


leave, stops at the desk located at 
the door. Heie the book card is 
taken out and replaced with an- 
other card on which. is stamped 
the date the book is due. 


The library has had many dif- 


ficulties arising from the custom 
on the part of some people of us- 
ing another patron's card: If then 
a book is lost, the card owner sel- 
dom even knows of it. Such cases 
will be avoided in the future with 
the new identification card,j This 
enrcl, which is countersigned by 
the borrower, is small, the s:ze of 
a visiting card, and may be easily 
carried in a pocketbook. It is not 
kept at the library as was the 
borrower's card, but has to be pre- 
sented each time books are taken 
out. 


"The economy of the new system 


is very evident," said

Librarian Kristoffersen. "There is 
a saving in time as the public 
writes down card numbers.

nie" is a principal supporter of 
Senate Majority Leader Alben W. 
Barkley, as well as the only known 
first rank woman political boss in 
this country. She and other lead- 
ing Barkleyites, together with the 
franker adherents of Gov. A. B. 
"Happy" Chandler, agree that the 
farm vote is the chief Barkley 
strength. "After the AAA Happy 
couldn't get the farmers away 
from Baikley if he had the Angel 
Gabriel to help ftim," is the way 
Mix Lennie puts it. 


Holding's Keeping. 


The farm vote seems, at least, 
to be a fixed point In Kentucky's 
political malestrom, altho Happy 
and 
his 
followers 
vociferously 
swear that, by the Aug. e pri- 
mary, the farmers will also be 
theirs. Otherwise, the best sum- 
mation of the situation seema to 
have been given by Senator Bark- 
ley himself, when he boarded the 
presidential c a m p a i g n tram. 
Barkley was not bubbling with 
optimism, but he told the presi- 
dent that, if he could hold what 
he had, he would win, and he ex 
pected to hold it 
For Barkley, there is no great 
increased strength 
in 
prospect 
The powerful Louisville junta has 
plumped for him. The gratifying 
shower of AAA benefit checks has 
already descended on Kentucky's 
farmers. The WPA and the rest 
of the federal machine are already 
lined up solidly behind him. And 
the 
president 
has 
f> loken 
his 
august word. 
No impartial ob- 
server denies that Barkley is now 
ahead, and various polls seem to 
support the observers 
Chandler, on the other hand, has 
nearly four more weeks to play 
the political holy roller all across 
Kentucky. 
Barkley is not a ba<? 
campaigner, and he works hard 
emitting an almost uninterrupted 
stream of old fashioned political 
oratory at three or four stops 
day. But, once he gets wound up 
he can't resist talking too long 
His voice is cracking a little, and 
being a. statesman in Washington 
has not helped him to be a dema- 
gog at home. The fleshpots of 
the capital have told on him sadly 
As for Chandler, his energy is 
inexhaustible, and his technique is 
nothing short of marvelous 
He 
remembers every name, pats and 
pumphandles every voter, 
uses 
every appeal, and can speak twice 
as often as Barkley. He has al- 
ready visited all but one or two 
of Kentucky's 120 counties, and 
expects to visit them all again 
before the voting.

In the lineup of special interests 
the farm vote is pre-eminently

ley has sold the Kentucky farmers 
down 
the 
river. 
At

"speakln'," Happy and his merry 
men shout that the Kentucky to 
bacco quota is not as high as In 
other states, 
that the tenan 
farmer is being cheated, and tha 
Barkley has not served hii people 
well. No one can tell whether this 
talk Is believed 
Nor can anyone 
tell just how labor will stand The 
A."F L is supposed to be friendly 
to Chandler. John L,. Lewis and 
his CIO have publicly endorsed 
Barkley, but William Burnblazer 
and other local leaders of the 
United Mine Workers are backing 
Happy, for an anti-deputy sheriffs 
bill which he rather belatedly 
passed 
Since the powerful mine 
owners are 100 percent Chandler 
men, It seems possible that he will 
have a good majority In Harlan 
»nd the other coal counties. 
Business men are Chandlerites, 
ftnd Happy also claims 
church 
support. With one eye on the 
preachers, he recently passed a 
Sunday closing law, and the local 
dries are whooping it up for him 
Barkley was once a paid lecturer 
of the Anti-Saloon league, riding 
the corroded liver and face on the 
barroom floor circuit. But when 
repeal sentiment rose, he allowed 
discretion to outrun consistency, 
and was one of the first to call for 
an end to prohibition 
For this 
timely change over, he is not 
loved 
Besides the business men 
and church people, Happy also 
claims the veterans 
To sum up. Chandler has a po- 
litical machine almost matching 
the federal machine in size, and 
surpassing it in ruthlessness and 
efficiency. If Barkley has the fed- 
eral millions on his side. Chandler 
is expected to have a big slush 
fund to spend just when it will <lo 
the moat good, on primary day 
Among the special interests, the 
farmers seem to give the advan- 
tage to Barkley, while Chandler 
has the edge as a campaigner 
That leaves the great imponder- 
able—the new deal. If the presi- 
dent has really converted Barkley 
to liberalism, Barkley is safe. If 
not, Happy will holy roll himself 
into the senate. There could be no 
better off year test of the prc^i 
dent's stflmgtth with the people.

Cfcncelation of plans for holding 


the Olympic games In Japan In 
1940 has been announced by the 
Japanese government. The com- 
mittee in charge had been pro- 
ceeding with their organization re- 
gardless of whether or not the 
government supported the project. 
The announcement of the cancel- 
ation by Public Welfare Minister 
Kido was a surprise to the Japa- 
nese aa well aa other nations of 
the world. 


Obviously the 
cancelation of 


the games carries with It two im- 
plications. One Is that Japan can- 
not afford the games. The other 
is that the Japanese expect the 
Chinese war to 
continue until 


game time, in 1940. It is not un- 
likely that the opposition abroad 
may have had something to do 
with Japan's decision. 


Because of *\he opposition In 


(tome countries to participation in 
the games as long as Japan was 
the host, there was .some danger 
of the games being a failure finan- 
cially. Naturally Japan did not 
want a commercial flop, altho the 
backers of the project were going 
ahead 
with 
determination 
and 


without drawing back because ol 
boycott threats. The cost of fi- 
nancing the games is a consider- 
able item, but email in comparison 
with a multitude of projects which 
Japan la financing without heat 
tation. 


It is much more likely that the 


war complicated the picture. Japan 
is confessing that hope of an tm 
mediate e'nAfor the Chinese atrug 
gle is diminishing rapidly. Tin 
cancelation of the games is a con

Hastings' new anti 
fireworks 
ordinance is credited with giving 
bhis city a clean record for the 
Fourth this year. Not an accident 
was reported. 


Now that we have passed our 


first 
"quiet" 
Fourth, let's take 
stock and weigh the gains against 
possible losses. Most adults and 
many children ate going to agree 
that the day was far more enjoy- 
able than it would have been with 
the customary din of firecrackers 
and torpedoes keeping up from 
dawn till long after dark. 


(But more important is our acci- 
dent record. Would it have been 
worth one "shattered" palm or a 
"badly torn and burned" hand to 
have allowed unrestricted use of 
fireworks in Hastings ? We believe 
not and we go on record as endors- 
ing the new fireworks regulation 
as it now stands, with the belief 
that it can be Intrumental in assur- 
ing us of a safer and saner Fourth 
even than we had this year.

such pain killer is a remedy or 
cure for any disease. 
Among the resources of the phy- 
sician who treats nose and throat 
diseases, ultraviolet irradiation ap- 
plied by special apparatus within 
the nasal cavity, as well as ultro- 
short wave diathermy or radio- 
thermy treatment Is efficacious in 
many cases of chronic sinusitis. 
X-ray treatment is of questionable 
value, tho X-ray negatives aid in 
the precise diagnosis of sinusitis.

Do you recognize 
that ?

sounds familiar, doesn't It? Some- 
body, somewhere, l o s e s forty 
pounds on grapefruit alone, or on 
eating cottage cheese alone. And 
although grapefruit and cottage 
cheese are good foods, they will 
never do as the sole aourcei of 
food. 


Reducing weight In the wrong 


way will give a woman * pale, 
sick, 
tired, 
unattractive 
body; 


while reducing in the right way 
will sustain vitality, and bring the 
beauty of health and vigor. 


Almost every one is aware that 


excess weight is undesirable. I 
know that, because, in response to 
a single broadcast on the kubject 
of reducing, I received over 33,000 
letters. 
And it is a good thing 


for people to be interested In losing 
weight, for one of the moat com- 
mon handicaps with which peopln 
burden themselves nowadays (and 
unnecessarily at that) is the bur- 
den of excess weight. 


Extra weight has a bad effect. 


The blood must feed this extra 
fat, the heart must work harder 
to pump the blood to it, and the 
kidneys must work harder to get 
rid of the excess waste. 


Doesn't Go to Fat 


So many times people q.sk me, 


"Why is it that I get so fat? 
I 


eat just the tiniest bit of food, 
but it seems everything I taka 
goes to fat." 
Of course, that is 


not tiue. These people think they 
eat only a little, but, if they noted 
more carefully the amount they 
ate, they would find that it really 
is a great deal. Every bit of fat 
in the body comes from the food 
we eat. 


In the first stages of obesity 


especially,'it is really a very sim- 
ple thing in most cases to get rid 
of the excess weight, and it can 
be done without danger. The treat- 
ment can be given in a few words: 
First, cut down on the amount of 
food. 


You may eat enough food to sat- 


isfy your hunger, but eat largely 
of protein foods (lean meat, fish, 
eggs, milk); greatly increase the 
nonfattening, bulky foods (leafy 
and root vegetables and fruits) — 
enough to keep the stomach full 
and prevent hunger pains. 
Sec- 


ond, exercise uses up fat. 


The small glands in various 


parts of the body, such as the thy- 
roid gland in the neck, the pitui- 
tary gland at the base of the brain, 
the adrenals (one gland over each 
kidney), may all have some part 
in making people too thin or, for 
that matter, too fat. 


Be that as it may, even in those 


persons who inherit the tendency 
to get fat, th« use of the right 
kind of diet, together with exer- 
cise, will bring about some Ion of 
weight,.

He pleaded guilty and 
said he committed the robbery 
with Albert Bates, convicted kid- 
naper of Charles TJrchel, Oklahoma 
oil man. Bates now is serving a 
life sentence at Alcatraz.

Howard Hughes: One of Amer- 
ca's most unpretentious young 
millionaires, Howard Hughes, 33, 
eft on the greatest flight of his 
areer with his sleeves rolled up 
and his collar open, tieless, and 
earing baggy slacks. 
His garb was characteristic of 
he stay, quiet • sportsman-avlotor 
who made his first air Jaunt at 14 
n a battered seaplane. 
The happiest days of his life 
lave been spent In old clothes, on 
he windy airways of the world. 
He wa shorn on Christmas eve, 


n Houston, Tex., and inherited a 
.17,000,000 fortune at 18 from his 
ather, who invented a new type 
of oil well drill, and founded the 
Hughes Tool company. 
Hughes helped run the tool busi- 
ness after his father's death, and 
.hen went to California to live with 
his uncle, Rupert Hughes, the nov- 
elist. 
He was close to the movie col- 
ony, and decided to use part of his 
"nheritance to make pictures. 
His first movie, "Everybody's 
Acting," showed a 150 percent re- 
turn on the investment. His sec- 
ond was even more successful. 


At 25, he produced "Hell's An- 


gels," which cost $4,000,000—Hol- 
lywood called it "Hughes' folly" 
and it yielded a $3,000.000 profit. 
Since 1932, Innky, dark-haired 
hughes has devoted his time and 
money to aviation, making himself 
one of the 
wlrld's outstanding 
pilots. 
He broke the world's land speed 
record when he was 30, over Santa 
Ana, Calif. His speed was 352.388 
mile san hour. He followed with 
other records:
